« The Friend of Man,” on entering upon his 
subject, seems to hare dipped bis pen into the 
ink of Lethe, and forgetting the real object of 
his comments, starts wildiy into other particu- 
Jars, far different from those under review, and 
attempts to proye that the emigretian has been 
high!y benefrcial to this island, se though the 
sobject hed been disputed before ; and pererates 
stil more wild!y, with arrsigning the want of 
hospitality towerds the emigrants who took shel- 
ter here. 

Now, Sir, it had been my intention to with- 
drew from the scene of action, «s after having 
stated facts which speak for themselves, and 
which ao prismatic eloquence can destroy, noth- 
Ing more remsined to be said on this head ; but 
us it were onjustiy deserting the cause we have 
espoused—our coúntry’s canse—by silentiy pass- 
fag over the opinion of strangers, perhaps, who 
kaow not the lacality of the place, it msy not 
be famiss. ““ for the sake of perspicuity,”’ to con- 
tradict whet has been advanced with respect to 
tbe emigration. 


The emigration, s0 far from having been 
beneficial, hes been very baleful to the genera! 
mass io this island. Eren aliowing that it did 
et first sight introdace a free circulation of me- 
talics, and thereby rendered the means of sub- 
sistence more visible to us; still, it created at 
the same time an intolernbie scaccity of evary 
article of food througbout the island, and pro- 
dueced a material revolgtion in the domestic 
econoasy ; indeed with the exception of « very 
few, very few comparatively, whose situation in 
life enabled them to ceuoterbalance the effects 
ef this scarcity, by means of commercial and 
local advanteges, the middle and the paorest 
elass which eonstitute the generelity of the in- 
habitants, and whose fate js the real standard 
whereby the happiness or the misfortone of 
country is tested, have been pining away for 
want of every necessery—and like Tantalus, ga 
zed with greedy eyes on that with which it was 
ogt of their power to provide themselves. 

T'he second far fetehed objection is the want 
ef hospitality towards the hemeless fugitives, 
which, however, neede no reply, as it io an în- 
centrovertible fact that the emigrants hare been 
received and treated here with becoming de- 
coram end if even it be arged, that the Ca- 
rageo people chiefly lean towards che South 
American cause, still this proves by no meane 
that their hearts hare been callous to the fate 
of the sufferers. Bat the ** Friead of Man” 
seems to insinaate, that while the emigrants 
resided ander oar roofs no animedversions 
should have been made against the illegal eer- 
ryings on of their prieateers: Admirable logie, 
to bs sare : bat he could more judicious!y bave 


stated, that while they resided among ue, end | 


enjoyed the most anbounded benefits of protec- 
tion and hospitality, tAey migbt have prevouted, 
and many among them had the power to pre- 
vent, the injuries done to this eolony, from which, 
too, they derived all the necessery resoorces 
for their forces on the Main. More: he tells 
ue, we should not remonstrete for tha offences 
«t against the subjects of that nation, witb whom 
we are on friendiy terms” and agsiast whom, 
then, woald he have os remonstrate? agttnet 
the Turks or the Greeks? This is, indeed, 
altogetber « new theory in politics, which will 
appear ridicaloos even in the eyes of those 
whose favor it is intended to court. 

he “Friend of Man” rages also because the 
distresses of this island have been introduced as 
akia to the eireumstances of the emigratioo. 
He tells as “ Caragao is barren,” as though we 
had not predicated our original remecks on this 
very basis. But bow aanatoreliy he specalates, 
when he cannot trace the Ímmediste coonectio0 
of a caose with its effects, and conceive that 
from the one the ethers naturally flow. The 
evils of the prevailing drougbt grew besvier on 
the hesd of tho middle and the poorer class, in 
proportion es an encresse of mouths rendered 
‘the dearth of every ertiole of foad more great 
and sensible. We deny pot that the draugkt 
woeld have existed, with or without the emigre- 
tien, but this moch we sffcm, that in the letter 
case, its effects would huve been less seriously 
felt by the majority of the inbebitants. The 
emigration was, as it were, the avant coureur, 
to the new system of picacy, whereby the wheels, 
af our navigetion were obstructed in their; 
course, and our seafaring citizens, for « time, 
destitude of their scanty fare. Ì 

Bat, Mr, Editor, as it was not my purpose to, 
‘engage in « paliticel disqaisition, for which Î' 
am not qualified, but merely to stete facts, the, 
important tendency whereof comes home to the 
heart of all who are therein concerned, [ will 
now teke my leave upon thie topie, and like 
‘Cincinnatas of old, efter having performed the 
task of « virtuoos citizen, quit the field for other 
more pleasing svocstions, to re-appeer but when 
daty bids aguio.

A NATIVE OF CURACAO.

Of 
late they huve committed so maty dering rob- 
beries, as to check aur commerce cors:dersbly, 
and increese the premium of insurance. Some 
prampt e&amples must be made of these free- 
booters, or we shall fare as bad as our ances- 
tors did in the deysof the famous Blackbeerd. 

MEXICO. We have been favored wich the 
perusal of letters dated at Tempico, in Mexico, 
as late se the 17th of August, They state that 
the whole of that kingdom is in « state ef revolu- 
tion. All the provinces lying north of Mexico 
here proclaimed their independenee. General 
Don Augustine Yturvide is commander in chief 
of the repablican army. ‘The second in com- 
mand is gen. Don Jose Cruz, a native of Spain, 
and leste capt. gen. of the province af Guada- 
laxara. The 3d and 4th in command sre gen. 
Don Jose Negiete and Don Josquin de Arre- 
dondu. The second named general hes left 
the kingdom with 800 men and #180.000, on 
his way to the United States, by land. News 
hed reached Tampico, that the vice king Don 
Juan Ruiz de Apodacs, bed abandoned his com- 
mand, aad in trying to make his escape towards 
Vera Cruz, had been tuken and carried to Me- 
zico, a prisoner. Gen. Nevella had been pro- 
claimed by the royalists vice king in his place. 
The following cities end towns here become 
independent, via. the city and province of Gas- 
dalaxars, the city of Zacatecas, tbe city of San 
Lewis Rortsi, the city of Guansxùsto, the city 
of Valadolid, and a great number of others. — 
The present state of the country ie represented 
to be dreadful. Accompanying these letters, is 
a proclamation in Spanich of general Yrurvide, 
the commander ia chief of the republican army, 
which shows the objects this general has in view. 

The steam boet Mexicano, built end fitted oot 
in thie city lest May, is now raaning from the 
Havsnato Vera Craz and from thence to Tam- 
pico, and from tbe latter place back to Havana. 

Truly Awful !-The brig Maryland, Buck: 
ing, arrived at tbis port yesterday, in 18 deys 
from Curagso on the 20th September, ìn lat 20 
37 N. fell in with the wreck cf the brig Boston, 
of Salem, from St. Domingo, with « cargo of me- 
hogany. The brig was upset in a +quail on the 
12th ; her musts were cut awsy, when she right- 
ed, but tbe bull remained water-logged. Capt. 
Doyle was washed overboard when she upset, 
and drowned ; on the 23d the mate perisbed for 
want of food,and on the 26th John Reds, «sen 
men, expired from the same cause-—for shock: 
ing to relate, (hese distressed men were witb- 
aut any other food bat a few grains of Indien 
corn or fluids that proceeded from their own bo- 
dies, for 15 days ! 3 of the remaining crew were 
taken from the wreck and kindly treated by 
captein Backing, and have arrived in good 
heslth in tbe brig. One poor fellow was left 
(evidently in the pangs of death) on the wreck, 
too weak to be removed. — Balt. Patriot 

Piracy and Murder. The Charleston Ge- 
zette of che 9ch Oct. contsins a long aceount of 
the capture of three American vessels at the en- 
trance of the Spaaish' harbor of Matanzas on 
the 27th Sept. vis. the brig John, Smith; the 
schr. Milo, of Bristol; aad the Collector, of 
Rhade Island ; by « leunch fitted out at Ma- 
tanzas, and manned by Ì Portuguese, 6 Spa- 
nierds, and 2 Englishmen. These 9 villains 
“kilted the ceptain and two men of the schr. 
and then ordered her to the northward ; mur- 
dered alt the crew of the Brig, and opensd their 
entrails, hanged them by the ribs to the mast, 
and ofterwards set fire to the vessel, and all 
were consumed !! ‘V'he sloop was more forta- 
uate ; the pirates contented themselves with 
severely beating the crew aad plundering her 
of the most alvable articles on board; they 
then collected the eombastibles and set them

Extract from an Ordinance of the King of the 

Netherlands for « new system of direct aad 

indirect imposts, dated eh Joly, 1824. 


Art. 1. From ard efter the year 1822, the eys- 
tem of imposts of the kingdom shall be estab- 
lished in the manner expluined in the following 
artiche ; 

Art. IL, With regard to the daty of foreign 
tonnage, care shall be taken that the mazimurns 
do not exceed three fooribs of the present duty; 
io respect to foreign vessels, regard shall ut oli 
times be had to the manner in wbich over ves- 
sels are treated in other natiens as to the ana- 
logous doties, In order theft, their vessels may 
be treated as the vessels of tha Netheriends sre 
trented, or that the principles of reciprocity, or 
ef reprisals, may be applied to them, according 
to ciccumstances. 


SPAIN. 

Madrid, Aug. 27,— General Merillo is pat 
upon his trial. The minister of wer has been 
dismissed, to eetisfy the cleb Fontana d’ Or ; 
aad our journals received orders to publisk thet 
be had rezigned. To-day, the whole of bis col- 
leagues threaten to gite ien their resignations, 
if che represqntetion which they here made to 
the king respecting the dismissat of the war 
minister be not attended to. The war depart- 
ment is vow confided to Don Diego Contedor, 
oaval commandant, whp is opwards of sixty 
years of age. 

The orstors of the Club Fontana d’ Or have 
just publicly danogneed the Infant Don Carlos, 
ss being at tbe head of pn eztentive conspiracy, 
which has for its object, the re-estublisbment of 
the monerchical. government, which, sey they, 
is supported, not only by the Spaniards of the 
royal party, bat by the efrancusados and the 
Americans.
